3300,000 Mathematies Center to Replace North Hall 


Tentative Location 
Set For Structure 


A site northeast of Beta Psi Al- 
pha has been tentatively chosen for 
the building of a new $300,000 
North Hall, scheduled to be under 
construction in early April, acting 
President Harold W. Browning an- 
nounced Monday. 


According to preliminary plans 
the new building will have 10 class- 
rooms and office space for 20 fac. 
ulty members. It will probably be 
a two-story red brick structure 
similar to Woodward Hall,” Dr, 
Browning said. The building is hop- 
ed to be ready for-occupancy by the 
beginning of the fall semester. 

Acting President Browning said 
the tentative site, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Trustees, 
was chosen because the various 
utilities were easily available and 
did not require the relocation of 
underground piping. The site is 
ready for ground borings, a pre- 
requisite to construction, he said. 

The schedule set up for the cons 
struction of the building calls for 
the preliminary architectual draw- 
ings to be submitted Feb. 1 and 
final drawings and specifications, 
on March 1. Ground breaking is 
scheduled to take place April 1 
The new building will have 12,000 
sq. ft. as opposed to the 10,000 5a, 
ft. of the fire-razed North Hall. 

Governor John A. Notte said the 
money to finance the construction 
could come from the following 
sources: 

A 1958 URI bond issue, $50,000; a 
dormitory equipment account un- 
der a state appropriation, $20,000; 
insurance on the burned building, 
$60,000; lowering the contingency 
allocation in a $3,500,000 1960 uni- 
versity bond issue, $170,000. 

The $170,000 would either be re« 
placed by a new bond issue proposal 
or, if the proposal failed to pass, 
the lowered amount would be ab- 
sorbed in the existing bond issue, 
the governor said 

The wooden-structured North 
| Hall, scheduled to be replaced in 
the long-range university master 
plan, was destroyed by an early 
| morning fire on Dec. 26, A former 
World War II barra: the building 
| housed the mathematics and main« 
tenance departments, 

Records of the mathematics de- 
| partment were severly damaged 
| by the fire but some were able to 
be salvaged. According to Dr, 
Browning, no gradebooks were lost 
in the fire. 

According to reports, the fira

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Why An Editorial Page? 


The editorial page was distinguished 
from the rest of the newspaper by having 
typographical innovations used on it. Also, 
the printed material on the editorial page 
was usually of an interpretive or opinion- 
giving nature. Straight news, as such, was 
used little; if at all, on this page. 

Since that time, the editorial page has 
been devoted by the editors to explain and 
clarify important issues, to express views and 
to bring to the attention of the readers those 
important incidents and happenings that 
they might have otherwise overlooked. 


Historically speaking, one of the most 
interesting developments in this country has 
been the simultancous growth of American 
newspapers and American democracy, This 
dual rise has been vital to our way of life 
because it has established a “checks and 
balance” system between the people who are 
ruling and those being ruled. 

Until the (880%, the press expressed par- 
fisan feclings and opinions on controversial 
matters directly in the news columns. Later. 
the partisan press gave way lo a more objec- 
tive form of coverage, with the news columms 
being devoted to just that — news. 

This signalled the rise of the editorial 

, Page. The newspapers, ur their roles as 

communication organs, had to speak. The 
! edivorial puge was developed as the yelricle 
_ for expressing the opinions and interpreta-
